It is probable that their Charters 
Will be rescinded following duc notice. The Board took action as follows, which 
WIHT apply for the year 1986. In tovender, 1986, » Chapter report form will be 
Sant tn the NUR to euch Chapter Secretary and President. It is to be returned 
by Decenber 31, 1906, If no answer is received by January 1, a registered letter 
WHHL be sent by headquarters on January 10, 1987 to each Chapter for which a 
Feply has nat Been recelved, If no antwer is received by January 31, 1967 then 
That Chapter will be noeitied oy registered cail that it has twen dropped from 
the rollb. Reinstatement rules Will accompany the letter rescinding the Charter.
